Horrors in ft Small Pox Hos- 
; pital, J 

John B. Edick of Company A, I 
Bismark, N. IX , is one of the sal- I 
diersin the Philippines who has | 
had small pox. In a recent letter ! 
to his parents at Bismark he thus 
describes the horrors of confine- 
ment in the small pox hospital, 
says the St. Paul Pioneer Press: 

"1 haye had another experience, 
and it is one that J will not for- 
got. Awhile ago I was not feeling 
very well, and so I staid in my 
quarters for a few days. Soon my 
face began to break out in blotch- 
es,, and I went over to see a doctor 
of the Fourteenth regulars, who 
said I had 'some skin disease.' Bat 
that didn't satisfy me r and I weai 
to the diyision hospital and saw a 
couple of physicians there. They 
didn't do a thing bu* sead nae So tbe 
small pox camp. They said I had 
varioloid, a light form of small 
pox. They kept mc in the small 
pox camp for eight or nine days; 
then they gave me a bath ia a so- 
lution of mercury ami sent mc to 
the division hospital to remain for 
four days. Now lam back in quar- 
ters. I was practically over the 
disease when I went to the hospit- 
al, but was just getting in shape to 
give it to some one else. As it is, 
I am over it, haven't a mark on 
me and am an immune. I am as 
safe from the small pox now as 
though h hade a bftd case-. 

"A man sees some rerriibfe sights 
on a battlefield, but there is noth- 
ing as terrible as a ward in a small 
pox hospital. There the poor boys 
lie, covered completely with run- 
ning sores, getting nothing but 
arsenic, bad whisky and morphine 
or medierae. It is a case of lire m 
die. If a man is fortunate enough 
to live, hs: comes- down the front 
stairs and' takes his place wi*b the 
other convalescents. If he dies, 
he gees- down the back stairs,. 
\vhe?e a black box awaits his re- 
iH«tin»~ A few shovelfuls of quick 
lime are thrown into the bottom of 
t»he box. The body is then wrap- 
ped h» a sheet and deposited in the 
box, which is then filled up with 
lime. I was told that in 21 hours 
the flesh would be gone from the- 
bones and that the end) off 48 hours 
the bones themselves- would be eat- 
up. One has ts- see it all to un- 
derstand how tevwMcft fe. I thank 
Ood with all my heart that I got 
off as easily asldid.'^

' j brought so clearly before the pub- 
1 lie recently in a few notable eases. 
Only two month* ago there was 
a grand wedding breakfast in New 
York. At one table in the break- 
fast room was seated the mother 
of the bridegroom. His father 
was not with her, but sat in aooth. 
er part of the room. With the 
bridegroom's mother was a new 
husband under the laws of South 
Dakota, but according to the laws 
of Now York she had no husband. 
It is difficult to imagine a more 
disgraceful scene. Not long ago, 
a husband secured a divorce in 
New York state, the wife practi- 
j cully admitting her shame. Under 
the order of the court, the fallen 
woman could not remarry during 
the life of her former husband. In 
an hour, however, she passea the 
border into Connecticut and was 
legally married to the \m£i who 
had caused her sin, according to 
the laws of that state. 

There are lawyers who tell these 
people that such diyorces and re- 
marriages are perfectly legal and 
that the order of the court is bind- 
ing only within state limits. In 
their hearts, these men know they 
are wrong. If the order not 
remarry is binding only within 
state limits. It follows, t&tifc the de- 
cree of divorce necessarily has the 
same limitation. It is clear that 
one part of the divorse decree can- 
not be made inoperative outside of 
the state, without making the di- 
vorce itself inoperative. 

Divorces are procured by fraud 
and collusion, by bogus residences 
and various tricks devised by 
shyster lawyers who make a special- 
ty of practice in this degrading 
business. 
The national uniform diyorcc 
ight to be supported by 
. every member of congress. The 
; law should be- the same in all the 
I states. At present a person ma}' 
j be married in one state and un- 
i married in another. A woman 
: may have two or three legal hus- 
j bands, a man three or four legal 
wiyes, in different states. Chil- 
dren may be legitimate in one 
state and illegitimate in an- 
other only a stc»ae*s. throw diss 
tant. Certainly the interests of 
society, as well as the protection) 
of women and children, demands 
that such conditions should be 
rendered impossible. A couple 
married in one state tare now held 
to be married in all the states. 
People should not bo divorced at 
all, or they should be separated for 
the same cause or causes in all of 
the different states; The national 
divorce law, to be submitted to 
congress, will have the end in ytew. 
It will take divorce suits from the 
slate courts to the federal courts- 
and bring all of the people under 
the same regulations, as to diyorce 
and remarriage. The sooner such 
a law is passed the better it will be 
for society.- Enquirer Sun.

lii S hm.I Cultivation. 

Much has ?)een written in »ucce»- 
•ive year* concerning the preservation 
and upbuildiiiK of the farming lands of 
the south. Necessarily this question 
is one of great importance, as w« 
have for years been growing cotton to 
the exclusion of other useful crops — 
paying so much attention to what it 
called "the moneyed crop of the south" 
and giving hardly any attention to the 
wear and tear of our lands. Of necessity 
the cultivation of a cotton crop U one of 
clean culture, which lets the summer's 
sun and winter's rains bleach our landa 
of the elements of plant food that is 
necessary to the preservation of the 
land thus cultivated. 

The beet informed and the most 
scientific farmers understand that to 
preserve their lands they must fur- 
nish such quantities of plant food 
as will replace that which has 
been taken from them by the crops 
grown during the year. It has been 
a favorite method to try to repair 
the draiu upon the land by furnishing to 
the crops an artificial plant food com- 
monly known as "Commercial Fertil- 
isers." We are willing to admit that 
the use of these "Commercial Fertil- 
izers" benefits the growing crops, but as 
above stated, the clean culture lets the 
summer's sun and winter's rains bleach 
out the remainder, so that we are 
obliged to depend upon artificial means 
to give our crops the supply of plant 
food necessary for succeeding crops. 
Each year requires more and more fer- 
tilizer per acre in order to supply the 
demand made by nature. 

The question arises how can we hope 
to keep our lands in a high state of cul- 
tivation; how can we give in return 
more than we have taken away? 

Year by year our land degenerates, 
and as a consequence we become poorer. 
What should we do to remedy this evil 
and fill our barns? 

The only answer is, save what you al- 
ready have and lay by something for 
posterity. Thin can be done on the 
farm to far better advantage than in 
most any other profession. 

This question must be looked squarely 
in the face, as any other business 
profession. 

My advice to the farmers at this sea- 
son of the year is to plant peas, not 
only for feeding purposes, bat as a 
ovator of their lauds. 

Plant enough peas in your corn for 
seed for another year and sow the rest 
of your corn, oat and wheat lands 
broadcast for manuring purposes. 

Our common peas are mostly an air 
plant. They absorb the nitrogen from 
the air and deposit the same in their 
roots, so that they furnish ammonia for 
another season. The vines or woody 
matter furnish potash and loam, 
as well as prevent the washing 
of the soil already made. Years of ex- 
perience shows that this plant not only 
renovates the land, but is an excellent 
forage crop. 

Now as to the cultivation of this val- 
uable crop I would suggest, for the pur- 
pose of raising seed for another season, 
that peas be planted in the middle of 
the rows when you lay by your corn 
at the third plowing. When the peas are 
about 6 inches high take a short scooter 
or ripper with an 18 inch sweep and run 
on either side, thus giving the peas one 
plowing, which will be sufficient, at the 
corn will shade the ground so as to pre- 
vent the grass from growing too freely. 
Or if you desire not to molest your 
corn, then when you cut off your grain 
plant your peas in 3 foot rows and cul- 
tivate as you do corn or cotton. Two 
plowings will make them. Gather 
them and let your vines rot on the ] 
ground, thus building up your land and j 
gathering enough to plant another year 
and for feeding purposes. 

For manuring purposes sow broadcast 
in the corn when you lay by, also over 
the small grain lands, thoroughly break- 
ing same. Sow from 3 pecks to 1 bushel 
per acre. Allow the peas to get thor- 
oughly ripe and turn same under during 
the late fall 

If you desire to out them for hay it 
should be done when the pea-pods be- 
gin to ripen. 

I will write an article later concern- 
ing curing pea hay, as this artiole is in- 
tended only to urge the farmers to see 
the necessity of bringing up their lands 
and at the same time filling their 
barns. If we will only use the means 
we have at hand and work with energy 
and patience we can truly make this 
the garden spot of the world. 

I advise the ute of the following peas: 
The Unknown, the Clay, Red Ripper 
and Whippoorwill. 

Again let me urge every farmer t< 
plant largely, and if he can procure the 
seed sow every foot of available land 
in this (nature's) subsoiler.— State Ag- 
ricultural Department.

The Dahlonega G. M. Co. has 
ordered enough tents to accommo- 
date about one hundred hands un- 
til lumber can be received to build 
houses. 

Half of the foundation for the 
120 stamp rfTill at the Hand is now 
ready for the contractor to begin 
placing his timbers, which will be- 
gin at once. 

Last Wednesday we were shown 
a nice clean up by J. W. Weaver, 
who is deposit mining on a small 
scale on his property three miles 
above Dahlonega. There was 38 
penneights of it and a prettier lot 
of gold is rarely ever seen. 

We understand that Mr. Whor- 
ton is thinking of putting up an- 
other mill of twenty stamps at a 
vein which has been discovered on 
another part of the Calhoun prop- 
erty, which is too far off and in- 
convenient to the present mill. The 
two mills would enable him to 
crush a vast amount of ore.
